Digging it up is hard work, and

Probably it is best 
to be fatalistic about poison 
ivy. Treat it with respect and 
avoid direct contact. It does 
have saving graces. Pretty to 
look at throughout the growing 
season, its fruit is relished by 
many birds and its leaves and 
stems are browsed by 
mammals.

Due to the shortage of time with available light and because of 


“the uncertainty that regular power would be restored, manage- 


ment decided fo begin to clear the arena. This news was relayed 
to the disappointed spectators who began to file out. 

Can you imagine the sheer chaos that would have resulted had 
no one been informed of the short amount of light left? What 
would have happened if the management had decided to try to fix 
the power problem and take their chances on whether or not they 
cond complete the job in an hour? 

if either decision had been made the wrong way, someone 
would have been held responsible. I can hear the onlookers 
saying in such an instance. “Who could have been so irresponsi- 
ble to gamble with people's safety?"’, “Who could have been so 
negligent to not inform the people?”’ 

Noone iy to be the bearer of bad news. However. bad news is 
more bearable if good news accompanies it. 

First. the bad news. Like the amount of time left for emergency 
lighting in Boston was short so our time is short. We can look at 
this two ways.

Cost of Aids drug is decreased 


The cost of AZT iretroviri. a 
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drug aa to treat some eis 
with AIDS, has been decreased 
by 20 per cent. 

Retrovir has been shown to 
delay symptoms, increase 
liféspan and improve general 
health in people with AIDS, but 
it is not a cure. The original 
price of the drug in Canada 
was $250.00 for 100 capsules of 
100 mg. each. The manufactur- 
er. urroughs Wellcome 

on savings achieved 
with increased production. 

When the price was original- 
ly established in February, 
1987, Retrovir had been in 
process development for less 
than a year. compared to the 
five or more fore which this 
stage normally algae It 
was not then possible to fully 
develop and scale up a manu- 
facturing process for the 
complex drug. 

Retrovir is now licensed in 37 
countries. The number. of 
patients being treated with the 
drug worldwide has continued 
to rise and is currently esti- 
mated at about 19,000 including 
3.000 who are taking part in 
approximately 40 clinical 
trialS throughout the world. In 

Canada, 400 patients are now 
receiving the drug. 


Yellow strip 
dissuades wanderers 


Wandering patients with 
Alzheimer’s -and other illnes- 
ses that cause confusion have 
caused hospitals and nursing 
homes to develop various 
strategies for preventing them 
from becoming\Vost. and es 
cially in the case of nursing 
homes. from interfering in the 
privacy of others. 


A home in Albany, Oregon 
has come up with a solution 
that has worked for them, 
according to an article in the 
Bulletin of the Non-Profit 
Homes —and Services for 
Seniors. Staff at the Mennonite 
Home noticed that confused 
residents would pas whenever 
they perceived a barrier. so 
they devised a visual barrier 
that would dissuade wanderers 
from entering certain areas. 
while allowing alert residents 
passage. 

A bright yellow strip of vinyl- 
coated material the width ‘of 
resident's doors was attached 
with Velcro to the doors of 
rooms where wandering 
patients are not welcome. Staff 
found that alert residents 


resented wanderers coming 


into their rooms and looking 
through personal ,belongings. 
The strips can: be easily 
removed and replaced by alert 
residents.

Easing the Way at West Park 


The Lung Association of 
Metropolitan Toronto and 
York Region recently donated 
a Whole Body Respirator to 
West Park Hospital, for its 
Chronic Assisted Ventilatory 7 
Care Program.

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The History of Empire Cheese & Butter Co-operative

The first Empire Cheeese 


#actory was built in the late — 


1870's, over 100-years-ago, on 
the farm that is now owned by 
Glen and Sandra Pether- 
ick. At that time, the prop- 
erty was owned by John Haig. 
Empire’s first cheesemaker. 
This factory site later became 
a brickyard. Traces of brick 
are still visible in the field soil 
today. 

The second factory, situated 
on Ron Cleverdon’s farm was 
built by Tom Naylor. The well 
at that location still supplies 
the Cleverdon farm with 
water. Some of the cheesemak- 
i for that plant were: Tom 

Naylor, Charles Stephens, 
Jack Kitchen, Bob Maybee and 
Les Shillinglaw. 

In the fall of 1952, Kimberly 
Cheese Factory. located two 
miles east of the Empire 
Cheese Factory. closed down. 
Then in 1953, the two factories 
amalgamated and the present 
Empire Cheese Factory was 
built. At that time. Harry 


Stephens owned the land. Les . 


Shillinglaw was the first 


cheesemaker in the new plant.

During the late 1960's the 
Ontario Milk Marketing Board 
was organized and all existing 
cheese factories and dairy 
farmers were put on a milk 
quota. However, the OMMB 
ruled that counter sales at.the 
factories would be quota-free. 
This ruling encouraged a trend 
for the factories to sell as much 
cheese as possible over the 
counter. 

Counter sales grew rapidly 
at the Empire Cheese Factory 
due to Empire's convenient 
location on a county road and 
to the large number of cottages 
being built along the Trent 
River. Also, production of 
cheese into 40 pound blocks to 
replace the 90 pound rounds 
helped counter sales. The 40 
pound blocks were easier to cut 
into smaller packages. 

In 1977, the OMMB phased 
out all can-milk production in 
favour of bulk-milk. Empire 
Cheese had to build a receiving 
and washing bay for the new 
bulk truck system. Then again 
in the early 1980's Empire 
expanded by adding a cheese 


storage and aging area. 
Today. Empire Cheese is the 
only cheese manufacturing 
plant left in Northumberland 
County and the first plant east 
of Toronto. The majority of 
Empire's production is now 
sold through the factory store 
and various outlets in the 


Peterborough, Lindsay, Osha- 
wa and Toronto areas.

Where to safely dispose of used 
containers and leftover 
product.

Know the symptoms of 
possible poisoning. Accidents 
may occur despite careful 
precautions. Warning signals 
are headaches, excessive 
seating/salivation, tightnéss in 
chese, stomach pains, vomit- 
ing. diarrhea. contraction of 
pupils, excessive fatigue, dizzi- 
ness or blurred vision.

crop production. But, just like 
any other tool, careful 
management and understand- 
ing of ow agra chemicals is 
required,” Houghton states. 

Springtime brings planting 
mad along with it insecticide 
application. These chemicals 
handled cautiously, according 
to label directions, can prove 
to be useful tools in production. 
However, if safety precautions 
are not taken, the results can 
be detrimental to production, . 
the environment and humans. 

“The best way to ensure 
safety is to read and follow the 
label,” says Donna Houghton, 
Development Representative 
of Dow Chemical Canada Inc. 
in Sarnia. “This provides infor- 
mation on product use, rate 
and application as:well as use 
precautions and first-aid 
procedures. ™. 

Insecticides vary. in degree 
of toxicity. Ag Canada has 
established three categories of 
agrichemical toxicity hazard 
based on the potential danger 
to humans, explains Houghton. 

Category One is the most 
hazardous. These products are 
fatal if swallowed and have 
severe effects if spilled on the 
skin. They have an acute oral 
LD50 (lethal dosage to kill 50 
per cent of the animals in the 
test) of less than 500 mk/kg or 
an acute dermal LD50 of less 
than 1.000 mg/kg. Containers

The Harold Cheese Factory. 
located west on the 8th conces- 
sion of -Rawdon. is an old 
business that's still going 
strong. 

The origional cheese factory 
in Harold was situated on the 
east side of highway 14 on the 
sth ‘concession beside the farm 
now owhed by Earl Cranston.

\. Sweet clover poisoning was 
first recognized in 1930 as a 
disease that occurred in cattle 
who were fed sweet clover hay. 
Symptoms of sweet clover 
posopine include internal 
emorrhage and. bleeding. 
Hemorrhage occurs under the 
skin and if it is extensive 
enough, death follows. In less 
severe cases, bleeding may 
persist only following surgery 
or injury. 

Animalsd with this bleeding 
disease all have a common 
history of eating a sweet clover 
hay. Just before dying, the 
animals become pale and have 
an increased pulse rate. Post 
mortem examinations show 
extensive hemorrhage as the 
usual outstanding feature as 


either an eruption of blood 
vessels in the tissues or leak- 
age of blood. There also tends 
to be purple discoloration of. 
the skin and minute. circular 
hemorrhages on the surface of 
the skin, mucous membranes 
and internal organs. 


Sweet clover disease is 
caused by a very potent agent 
since many animals in a herd 
may die. In all cases, sweet 
clover which had become 
mouldy was found in the cattle 
feeder. The mould in the sweet 
clover produces the toxic 
agent, dicoumarol, which is 
responsible for the disease. 


Dicoumarol, which is 
produced by the mould asso- 
ciated with sweet clover, 


impairs the synthesis of sever- 
al factors required for blood 
coagulation. If these factors 
are not present extensive 
hemorrhage occurs. 

If rapid blood loss occurs, an 
acute crisis is observed. If the 
blood loss in gradual or mini- 
mal, no effect is observed until 
surgery or some type of tissue 
injury.occurs. Then a swelling. 
which ‘is. just a collection of 
blood in the.area. occurs. This 
swelling can occur anywhere 
on the body but it-is usually 
seen on the inside of the thigh 
and at the shoulder joint. Other 
noteable signs include an 
absence of any symptoms of 
infection, such as heat or high 
temperature. There is also a 
marked weakness due to blood 
loss before death. This results 
in symptoms such as stiffness 
of the gait, weakness and 
constipation. 


How safe is sweet clover 


In a recent study conducted 
by investigators at the Ontario 
Veterinary College, three 
calves were tested. One was 
fed hay, a second was fed 
mouldy sweet clover and a 
third was fed good sweet clov- 
er. After several weeks, all 
three calves were castrated. 
The calf fed on hay made a full 
recovery, the one fed on good 
sweet clover was ill for one 
week and then recovered while 
the one fed on mouldy sweet 
clover died within a few hours. 
This research study suggests 
the agent responsible for the 
disease is present in the feed, 
and is more prevalent in moul- 
dy feed. 

What remains puzzling 
about this disease is the fact 
that farmers have fed sweet 
clover to their herds for years

The 
answer to this stems from the 
fact that every farmer grows, 
harvests and stores hay diffe- 
rently. New harvesting and 
storage methods favor mould 
formation and, dicoumarol 
production. The guilty clover 
seems to be a strain which 
dries poorly and is harvested 
under moist conditions. 


Treatment for this disease 
starts with the removal of 
sweet clover hay from the 
feed. Veterinarians will also 
treat the cattle with Vitamin K 
or blood transfusions. ‘ 


However, it must be remem- 
bered that this disease is often 
fatal. In most cases animals 
affected by this disease will die 
if they are not treated. 

for these products may carry 
the words “Danger - Poison” 
with the poison symbol inside 
an octagon. Label instructions 
state that goggles. gloves and 
respirations are required when 
handling these products. 
Granular corn soil insecticides 
included in this group are 
Counter, Thimet.and Fyfonate. 


The second categry consists 
of moderately hazardous 
insecticides. While not as toxic 
as Category One products, 
they have an acute oral LD50 
of 500 to 1.000 mg/kg or acute 
dermal LD50 of 1,000 to 2,000 
mg/kg.

MAKING QUALITY 
HAYLAGE 


During the next few weeks 
the first hay cut, generally in 
the form of haylage, will be 
harvested on many farms. The 
Epa of that harvest will be 

ependent on two factors - the 
total crude protein content and 
the protein digestibility. 

The crude protein content 
will be determined by two 
factors - the proportion of 
legumes to grass and the 
growth stage at harvest. The 
most critical of these will be 
the time of harvest. 

The recommended harvest 
time for legumes is in the late 
bud stage and for grasses in 
the boot stage. At this stage of 
development legumes should 
be 20°; crude protein or grea- 
ter. Normally this means 
completing harvest in this area 
before the middle of June. 

Grass stands normally will 
contain less protein than 
legumes and the protein 
content deteriorates rapidly as 
the grass matures beyond the 
boot stage. Harvest losses in 
the form of leaf loss during 
harvest can. significantly 
reduce the protein content of 
the forage. 

Normally materials below 
50-55°« moisture are more 

yrone to leaf shatter and leaf 
oss than those with a higher 
moisture content. Forage 
wagons with screened roofs 
are effective in reducing leaf 
loss during harvest. 

To a large extent the protein 


“the 


digestibility is determined. by 
how well the forage maintains 
its irre quality in the silo. 
The silo type iteslf_ open-top or 
sealed. makes very little 
difference in digestibility as 
long as the basic structure is 
tight and free of air leaks, and 
forage materials is 
compacted well. 

For proper fermentation, the 
forage going into the silo 
should be in the moisture 
range suitable for the silo 
struture type. Normally for 
horizontal silos, which are well 
packed arid covered, the mois- 
ture should be between 60 and 
72‘. : for large, open-top silos, 
between 50-60°°, and for sealed 
structures, the moisture 
content can drop as low as 
40°. 

Harvesting at the proper 
moisture content is a challenge 
because of weather conditions, 
as well as volume. For most 
farmers a forage moisture 
tester is the only way to deter- 
mine moisture content with 
any degree of accuracy. 


The length of cut is also 
important - 90% of the forage 
should be cut to a length of 1” 
or less. To achieve this, close 
attention must be paid to the 
sharpness of the knives and the 
op sel of the shear bar. 
Follow the operators manual 
for maintenance details. 

The combination of proper 
cut and correct moisture will 
help to insure good compaction 
and the exclusion of air from 
the material, thus reducing 
heating. A good silage distribu- 
tor is a must to get even 
distribution, particularly in a

Time is important and the 
speed of silo filling affects the 
eared of the material. Once 
the harvestin 
started it should be completed 
as quickly as possible with a 
steady flow of material from 
field to storage» It is good 
practice, too, to cover the 
surface material in the silo 
overnight or during longer 

riods, if there is a stoppage 
in harvest. 

There are a number of 
commercial products on the 
market which will speed up the 
ensiling process and reduce 
heating, thus reducing losses 
None of these products can 
substitute for good haylage 
management, that is, harvest- 
ing early, at the right mois- 
ture, and ensiling as soon as 
possible. 

Research has shown that 
some can be effective in 
preserving hay silage and 
reducing losses. The results, 
however, are variable and the 
savings. may be minimal 
where good harvesting and 
management techniques are 


applied.

Organic growing techniques

tional farmers have in the past 
been sceptical that yields and 
incomes could be maintained 
with reduced or no synthetic 
inputs. 

imes are changing. 
Sustainable Agriculture Asso- 
ciations in Ontario are numer- 
ous and are experiencing rapid 
growth. Over 1000 farmers in 
Ontario belong to such groups 
and represent about 50,000 
acres of production. 

Much of this acreage has 
been removed from synthetic 
chemical inputs for at least 
three years and farmer-run 
programs certify the products 
from these organic farms. 

Specialized distributors 
often pay premium prices for 
certified products, and it is 
estimated that organic foods in 
Canada _ will represent 
$1-billion sales by the turn of 
the century.

Organic growing is no longer 
just for hobbyists but can win 
top results in main-stream 
farming.

Canada’s forest products 
industry will score major gains 
from the Canada-US. Free 
Trade Agreement. 

_ A 45-page assessment of the 

Agreement by the Canadian 
Forestry Service (CFS) says it 
will improve the Canada-US. 
trading relationship by provid- 


ing more secure and open 
access to each other’s 
markets. 


In releasing the assessment, 
the Honourable Gerald S. 
Merrithew, Minister of State 
(Forestry and Mines), said 
that the Free Trade Agree- 
ment will increase investment 
(now estimated at $5 billion 
annually) in Canadian 
manufacturing orest 
roducts. This is essential to 
the forest industry, if it is to 
grow and increase its contribu- 
tion to the Canadian economy. 

“The forest industry is Cana- 
da’s largest, with more than 
$35 billion in annual sales,” the 
Minister noted. ‘It employs, 
directly and indirectly, some 
740,000 Canadians and 
provides the economic founda- 
tion for-some 345 single- 
industry towns across Canada. 
The industry is also very 
export-dependent, 
some $17.9 billion for Canada 
in 1986- our biggest source of 
foreign income.” 

The United States buys the 
greatest percentage of our 
forest exports, that is, 74 per 
cent. However, American 
protectionism in recent years 
over imports from Canada of 
softw lumber and shakes 
and shingles has shown the 
vulnerability of our forest 
products in our best export 
market.

Adjustments will occur in 
those sectors of the forest 
industry previously protected 
by tariffs. However, with a 
more open and larger market 
for Canadian forest products, 
the industry will be encour- 
aged to be more competitive 
and to manufacture more 
specialized and higher-valued 
forest products.

Consumer report 


Most consumers know they 
have a right to fair treatment 
in the marketplace, but many 
have a hard time recognizing 
swindles. 

Ontario's Business Practices 
Act and similar federal legisla- 
tion contained in the Competi- 
tion Act establish specific rules 
for how sellers can operate. To 
guard against fraud, everyone 
should be familiar with these 
laws, say experts with the 
Ontario Ministry of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations 
(MCCR). 

“The consumer's fundamen- 
tal right to fair and honest 
treatment doesn’t mean much 
if you can’t spot an unfair 
practice or don’t know who to 


call about a deceitful saleeyer . 
ief 


son,"’ says Tom Johnson, c 
investigator for MCCR’s Busi- 
ness Practices division. 

Covering everything from 
sale pricing to warranties, the 
two acts apply to most transac- 
tions taking place between 
consumers and businesses .in 
Ontario. 

The acts outlaw false and 
misleading practices in gener- 
al terms, while dealing specifi- 
cally with activities of particu- 
lar concern. 

It is illegal, for example, to 
provide incomplete or mislead- 
ing information about goods or 
services. A company selling 
radar detectors was recently 
prosecuted for failing to 
mention its products could not 
legally be used in certain 
provinces. 

A salesperson neglecting to 
mention an item is used, could 
similarly be held liable for the 
omission. Lying about the 
extent of use is also an offence. 
This is of particular note in 
used car sales. Misrepresent- 
ing the mileage on a car by

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Effects of magnetism on hard water

It does .everyone good to 
have to eat crow once in a 
while and that is what we are 
prepared todotoday:, 

A few years ago, we received 
a number of inquiries about a 
device being sold as a magne- 
tic water conditioner that 
would remove scale inside 
pipes and soften water. Soften- 
ing usually means removing 
calcium and magnesium salts 
so they will not react with 
detergents and soaps to 
produce that messy scum on 
the water. Sees 

EracHeing scientists are 
constantly bombarded with 
ideas from laymen and inven- 
tors for the almost magical 
effects of magnetic fields. Of 
all the physical force field 
effects, the magnetic field 
seems to most grip the imagl- 
nation and bring out the quack 
elements in pseudoscience. 

George Washington, for 
example, allowed himself to be 
treated for arthritis by magne- 
tie tractors, and even today, 
ain-killing magnets of doubt- 
‘ul worth can be purchased in 
drug stores. Almost every 
school science fair has an 
entry on the germination of 
seeds treated by magnetic 
fields. 

As a result, it is easy to 
dismiss all claims for magne-

do not see any reason to j 
our judgment on the previously 
mentioned water conditioners

A recent article in ‘‘The New 
Scientist’ reports that 
researchers at the City Univer- 
sity in London, England, 
observed some«remarkable 
results after carefully testin 
the effect of large commercia 
magnetic flow-through units. 

Seale formation is a serious 
problem in the industry. In a 
system carrying 5,000 litres of 
water a day at 60 degrees 
Celsius, with 60 parts per 
million of calcium, for exam- 
ple, about five kilograms of 
scalé can be deposited in a 
year. The resulting clean-ups 
are very expensive. A 
70,000-litre brewing tank has to 
be shut down for 10 days every 
year for ican pap 5 é 

If a magnetic descaling unit 
is installed in the water feed 
lines, however, the thinner, 
softer scale can be brushed 
rather than onic off in 
about two days. The potential 
savings are enormous.

What scientists have_not yet 
been. able to determine are the 
reasons the magnets worked. 
They do know, however, that 
hard water flowing through a 
magnetic field produces 
larger-than-normal calcite 


crystals. The higher the 
magnetic field the larger the 
crystals. 


ince the binding strength of 


these hk crystals is much 
reduced, the resulting scale - if 
it forms at all - is softer and 


spongier. Chemists have yet to . 
determine why the crystals are . 


larger.

One year ago, the UN 
Commission*on Environment 
and Development, popularly 
known as the Brundtland’ 
Commission, released its wide- 
ly hailed plan to save the 
globe's environment. 

Canadian foreign aid offi- 
cials couldn't join the bandwa- 
gon fast enough, promising to 
adopt the Commission's 
recommendations and usher in 
a ‘new era...of greater 
concern for our environment”. 

Yet, one year later, despite 
the fanfare, little has changed. 
Our government-funded “aid 
agencies continue with busi- 
ness as usual, destroying the 
Third World’s environment 
and making a mockery of our 
government's pledge to live up 
to Brundtland’s standards. 

At its heart. the Brundtland 
Commission’s prescription for 
preserving the global environ- 
ment is democratic reform. 
Brundtland turned the spot- 
light on the public's right “to 
be consulted and to participate 
in decision-making on activi- 
ties likely to have a significant 
effect’ (on them), and insist- 
ing on public scrutiny for 
environmentally risky 
projects, going so far as to 
recommend referendums to 
protect the public against 
government's penchant for 
grandiose and destructive 
mega-projects. 

But. while the federal minis- 
ter in charge of foreign ‘aid: 
Monique Landry, was public 
announcing that her Canadian

the Department of Environ- 
ment to exempt itself from all 
public debates, in Canada and 
the Third World. 

This exemption. if allowed to 
stand, would rule out democra- 
tic review of the kinds of 

rojects that Brundtland 
reared most: 

* In China, CIDA is financing 
a study to determine. whether 
the largest dam in the world - 
the mammoth Three Gorges 
hydroelectric dam on the 
Yangtze River -» should be 
built. The dam would flood up 
to ten cities and over 100,000 
acres of precious farmland, 
and would force between 
300,000 and one million people 
off their land.

Last week I lived near a 
marsh on the shore of one of 
the Rideau Lakes which is part 
of property owned by Queen’s 
University. There were ducks 
and nesting marsh birds like 
Red-winged Blackbirds, and 
Common Yellowthroat. Banks 
‘of sensitive fern and sedges 
ringed the shore. The wild 
calla and heart-leaved bitter- 
cress bloomed in the swamp; 
dragonflies rose in battalions 
like tiny helicopters. With the 
setting sun, grey tree frogs 
called like strange prehistoric 
birds. 

During the week I visited a 
nearby . In the late after- 
noon sun the pink blossoms of 
the bog laurel flickered. 
Against the dark greens of the 
mosses the delicate white 
fringed flowers: of the buck- 
bean showed like unthawed 
snowflakes. Insectivorous 
plants thrive here. The red 
drooping flowers of the pitcher 
plant flaunt themselves, but 
only careful looking uncovers 
on the carpet of sphagnum 
moss the microscopic glisten- 
ing spheres of the sundew. 
Unlike the marsh the bog’s

‘Ontario Naturalists 


Sale of Wildlife Sanctuary an issue 


future is uncertain. It is for 
sale. : 
However interesting and 


picturesque wetlands appear 


to some observers, for many, 
wetlands are coisas fe dirty 
unproductive places. It is esti- 
mated that; since European 
settlement began, a hundred 
million acres of wetland in 
North America have been lost. 
ony recently have we begun to 
understand their ecological 
and economic importance. In 
an effort to improve our under- 
standing of the value of 
wetlands the Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists has 
produced. a video, about 
wetlands. Written and directed 
by Mark Murphy, the video, 
with its haunting shots of 
plants and wildlife, vividly 
evokes the attractions of these 
little worlds. 

The opening shots of Loons, 
Grebes, Green-winged Teal, 
muskrat and Black Tern 
suggest the variety and 


exuberance of wetland life. . 


With Nancy Patterson, Feder- 
ation of Ontario Naturalists’ 
wetlands specialist, as our 
guide the video takes us to visit 
marshes, swamps which are 
basically treed marshes, ferns 
and bogs. These last two are 
usually more isolated from a 


water source and build u 
layers of peat over thousands 
of years. The video emphasizes 
the role of the wetlands in 
controlling flooding and 
erosion and in providing habi- 
tat for a Variety of plants and 
animals. Some of the most 
beautiful native wildflowers 
like the rose pogonia bloom in 
wetlands. 

We begin to see that 
wetlands shelter and feed 
many creatures, including 
fish, furbearers and large 
mammals, and that their 
destruction means the destruc- 
tion of a complex ecosystem. 
Nevertheless, all across Ontar- 
io marshes are being drained 
for development or dredged 
from shorelines in cottage 
country. But the most serious 
threat to the existence of 
wetlands comes from agricul- 
tural drainage. 

The whole question of agri- 
cultural drainage is explosive 
is explosive and highly politi- 
cal. The video handles this 
delicate question fairly and 
honestly. we hear Brigid Pyke, 
current president of the Ontar- 
io Federation of Agriculture, 
strongly supporting present 
government policy which 
subsidizes drainage projects 
on agricultural land. On the 


other side is Jane Topping who 
fought to save her beaver pond 
from her neighbours’ drainage 
project. Elbert VanDonkers- 

oed of the Christian Farmers’ 


ederation expresses-a middle - 


view. He fears that overdrain- 
age, which government subsi- 
dies encourage, May perma- 
nently lower the water table 
and even make irrigation 
necessary. Although the video 
plainly intends to emphasize 
the desirability of preserving 
wetlands, it gives all sides a 
fair hearing. 

Also outlined in the video are 
the government policies 
designed to promote the 
protection of wetlands. The 
Conservation Land Act which 
has been introduced at this 
session of the provincial legist- 
lature would make certain 
classes of wetlands eligible for 
100% property tax rebate. The 
FON has fought for this sort of 
conservation oriented tax 
system for years. Now the 
government is involved in the 
process of evaluating Ontario 
wetlands according’ to socio- 
logical, hydrélogical, biologi- 
cal and special features. The 
government is also working on 
a wetlands policy statement to 
be included within the Plan- 
ning Act. Recently the govern-

WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 


If you are hiring extra help 
during the summer months, 
you should be aware that you 
are responsible for Workmen's 
Compensation coverage. 

Even if you only plan to hire 
help for a few days, it is your 
responsibility to cover their 
wages and in the event of an 
accident, you are responsible 
for the cost of their claims. 

It's the law - for you to 
register. Failure can result in 
fines for the total coverage 
cost if an accident occurs. For 
those new to the game, you 
should begin by estimatin ‘the 
amount of dollars you will be 
spending on hired labor during ~ 
the year. At the end of the 
year, you submit your actual 
payroll .figures and adjust- 
ments are made. 

The rate of payment.will be 
dependent on the type of farm- 
ing you do. General operations 
such as livestock and cash crop 
farming are at rate 953 and 
cost $5.31 per hundred dollars 
of payroll. Specialized opera- 
tions such as greenhouses and 
some fruit and poultry opera- 
tions are at rate 943 and cost 


roth a hundred dollars of 
eat 

Your assessment may be 
split between each of these 
rates. The first thing to do. 
however, is to contact the 
nearest Workmen's Compen- 
sation Board Office for more 
information and registered 
details. Check the blue pages 
in the telephone directory. 


DAIRY PRODUCTION 
GUIDE™ 


For ae who do not 
keep detdiled production or 
financial records, now is a 
good time to check on your 
herd production while the 1987 
income tax figures are fresh in 
mind. 


One check is to take the 
gross milk sales including 
subsidy before transportation 
op other deductions and divide 
“by the average number of cows 
in the herd. . 

This will give milk sales per 
cow - a good guide unless a lot 
of milk .is being, diverted 
through calves. The avera 
cow numbers should include 
both milking and dry in the 
herd. For most dairymen, this 
figure should work out to 
around $3000 to $3500 per head. 

An general, the higher the 


figure, the better. While itmay 
cost more to get higher produc- 
tion, under most dairy situa- 
tions the extra costs are more 
than compensated for by the 
extra-returns. 

If your figures are below 
$3000 per cow, it is time to look 
at the production end of your 
operation. It may mean that 
production per cow is less than 
average or — a higher 
proportion of milk sales go into 
the number two market. 

If it is a production problem, 
start looking at feed costs and 
the breeding program. 

Actual sales and litres per 
cow can be easily determined 
by adding up the milk shi 
ment statements that coinci 
with the tax year. Dividing the 
litres of milk sold during the 
year by the average number of 
cows in the herd will give milk 
sales per cow in litres. 

For large breeds this should 
run in the area of 5800 to 6500 
litres per cow. fs pee anything 
much less should be cause for 
concern. 

To determine the returns per 
hectolitre of milk sales simply 
divide the year’s shipments as 
determined from the milk 
statement into the gross milk 
sales as reported on the tax 
form. Again, these should 
include the milk subsidy.

If you ask any Canadian 
what the world’s largest lake 
is, the answer will likely be 
Lake Superior. Although this 
lake is the largest in the world 
in terms of its area of 80,000 
square km, it is not the largest 
by volume. Lake Baikal in 
southeastern Siberia wins that 
round by a long shot. 

Lake Baikal is a narrow lake 
- only 50 km wide and 640 km 
long, with an area of 30,000 
square km, less than half of 
Superior’s, but it is so deep 
that it contains over twice the 
water of the Canadian lake. 

At its deepest, Baikal is 1,600 
metres. It is thought to contain 
four-fifths of the fresh water in 
the’ Soviet Union and one- 
y easeirped of the fresh water on 
the planet. 

The volume is so large that, 
although 336 rivers flow into 
the lake, it takes 400 years to 
replace the water. The only 
outlet is the Angara River, 
which joins the great Yenisei 
River and flows to the Arctic 
Ocean. 

This immense body of water 
fills a deep rift valley that 
geological evidence places at 
an age of about 20-million

years. In spite of its relatively 
young age, the lake has such a 
diversity of life forms, that it is 
believed to have connected to 
the sea in earlier times. 
Twelve hundred animal and 
600 plant species live there, 
pice ae of them pecul- 
iar to Baikal. Many of the fish, 
like the Omul salmon,.seem to 
be fresh water adaptations of 
salt water species. Sturgeon, 
the largest fish in the lake, can 
attain a weight of over 100 kg. 
The most unusual fish in 
Baikal is the Golomyanka, 
which gives birth to live young. 


The only freshwater seal in 
the world - the Baikal seal - is 
the sole mammal that makes 
its home in the lake. Other 
unusual species are the 


_ sponges, similar to those found 


in tropical oceans, that have 
adapted to the life in deep fresh 
water. 

With such a large proportion 
of the world’s fresh water in 
one location, pollution is a very 
real hazard. Industries around 
the shores of Baikal include 
mica and marble mining, ship 
building, fishing, tiber, and 
pulp and paper, which causes 
the greatest concern to 
environmentalists. 

Until recently, the Soviet 
government has neglected the

Although the Water .is_ still 
very clean, if the pulp and 
paper discharge continues, it 
would take a very long time to 
purge it, because of the lake's 
400-year water turnover. 

It is believed that Baikal is a 
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testing ground for intellectuals 
trying to influence the govern- 
ment on environmental issues. 
But Lake Baikal is a concern 
for all of us, since it is the 
source of so much of the 
world’s fresh water.

Horticultural Society : 


by Madeline Simpson 
On Seonday evening, June 6, 


there was a good attendance at 
the Horticultural Meeting, to 
hear Renate Stadtke speak on 
the subject of ‘Growing 
Hydroponic Tomatoes”. 


Emigrating trom Germany, 
Renate, her husband Albert, 
and their sons, live in Abren 
Farm near Roseneath. Here, 
they operate hydroponic 
greenhouses, growing mainly 
tomatoes, though they experi- 
ment with other vegetables 
and even flowers. 


Hydroponic, or soil-less 
plant culture, is important in 
areas where there is a soil 
problem or poor drainage. 


There are many techniques 
that can be used for this type of 
parenting, and the Stadtkes 

ave experimented with sever- 
al. They are: 


(1) Water only, to which 
nutrients are added. This 
liquid is constantly flowing 
over the roots of the plants. 


(7) Gravel, as a base, to 
which roots cling, while water 
with nutrients is the feeding 
system. This pose to be a 
cumbersome base to handle 
and remove, and there were 
problems with fertilizer coat- 
ing the stones, and causing 
root burn. 

(3) Rock, wool and nutrient 
water, which proved too 
alkaline. 

(4) Sand and liquid feeding, 
but the wet sand was too 


heavy, causing trays to 
collapse. 
(5) Peat mix and liquid 


feeding is the medium used by 
the Abren Farm greenhouses 
at the present time. The peat 
ix is light, biodegradable and 
us easily disposed of, after a 
ew years of use. 


(6) Straw bales, with a 
shovelful of soil, lots of fertiliz- 
er, and wetted down throughly, 
proved a very good medium 
for growing English 
cucumbers. 


Whichever base is being 
used is dumped into wooden 
trays lined with plastic. It will 
probably be useable from two 
to four years. 


Special fertilizers are added 
to the water in measured 
amounts, according to fhe

needs of the plants. bein 
rown. $ are start 
in a rooting medium, and the 
seedlings should be 12-18 
inches high, before they are 
transferred to the trays. 


A pumping system trickles 
the nutrient water through 
pipes to the trays to nourish the 
plants. This method was 
invented by Israeli engineers, 
to use in their desert gardens. 
On a cloudy day, the liquid 
may be turned off but on a dry, 
sunny day, more liquid is 
needed. 

In summer, the feeder roots 
near the top, dry out if the 
water is not raised for 15-minu- 
te intervals and then lowered 
again. This is the reason most 
of the fruit is produced near 
the base of the plant, since it is 
difficult to get enough nutri- 
ents to the top of the plant. 


The greenhouse owner has to 
be constantly checking the Ph 
level of the dab} medium. 
Tomatoes prefer a Ph level of 
6.2 and a growing temperature 
of 55-60 deg. F. « 


The hydroponic grower has 
also to be on the alert for signs 
of trouble, such as an iron 
shortage. Then he has to spray 
with a solution of iron to 
“‘green up’ the plant. If the 
plants take on a purple tinge, 
then other mineral shortages 
are indicated. 


In spite of care, pests some- 
times infiltrate the green- 
house. Spraying with insecti- 
cides is not permitted, so the 
Stadtkes use sticky strips to 
trap such predators as white 
i and a newcomer - potato 
white fly. 


The grower has to be in 
control of greenhouse condi- 
tions at all times. 

The Stadtkes are generous in 
their praise of the Dept. of 
Agriculture at Guelph, for the 
help and advice they received 
from them, when they started 
their venture. 

Even today, if trouble arises 
which they cannot diagnose, 
they are quick to send samples 
to Guelph for analysis from 
which a report will. be 
received. 


In their greenhouses, the 
Stadtkes have grown ‘ettuce, 
honey-dew melons, beans,

rs, seedless cucumbers, 
parsley, basil and chives: They 
also tried strawberries, but 
found them to be space- 
wasters, so they no longer 
grow horizontal plants. 

Spaces atthe end of rows are 
filled with hanging pots of 
geraniums. However, they 
prefer growing tomatoes, 
about 3000 plants covering 
10,000 sq. ft. 

They market most of their 

roduce in Cobourg and near- 

y areas. The tomatoes are 
picked when almost ripe, and 
they may have 1500 Ib. from 
one picking. These are sorted 
according to size and color, put 
in boxes, and shipped locally. 

Renate stated that, in order 
to build a successful business, 
one must gain a good reputa- 
tion. Therefore, one has to 
decide whether to sell cheaper, 
or have a better product. Judg- 
ing by the size and texture of 
the tomatoes, she brought for 
display, the Stadtkes chose the 
latter. 

Sandy Johnstron thanked 
Renate for taking time from 
her busy schedule to bring us 
information on this unique 
method of growing food. A 
question period followed. 

When the meeting 
adjourned, the huge sample 
tomatoes soon disappeared, as 
they were purchased by 
members.

The Loyalist College Board 
of Governors has approved the 
Operating and Capital. Budget 
for fiscal year 1 ; 

The College's total revenue 
for the 1988-89 fiscal year is 
estimated at $25,307,158. a 
decrease of 3.2% from the 
preceding vear. Estimated 
expenditur s are $25,989,823. 
which wil? result in a current 
operating deficit of $682,665. 

Governor R.B. Pearson, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, announced that 
Loyalist’s cumulative reserve 
level will permit the College to 
citheiand this deficit and 
enable the Board of Governors 
to develop the appropriate 
strategies to implement 
balanced budgets in subse- 
quent years. 

The Chairman stated that 
provincial funding is inadequ- 
ate in that the College System 

' ig being financially squeezed 
as the ‘provincial grant 
increases are not keeping pace 
with the cost of negotiated 
settlements to the faculty and 
1 ave unions. 

*rovincial grants, over the 
last two years, have averaged 
4.5% and provincially nego- 
tiated wage settlements are 
costing approximately 6°. 

Governor Pearson noted that 
the original Ministry cost esti- 
mates of the teaching formula 
contract, which was imple- 
mented twe years ago, are low. 
Revised estimates indicate the 

4. cost of that settlement is actu- 

/ ally 50° higher than originally 
estimated. 

The Chairman further stated 
that accessibility to mature 
students in this area has been 
severely curtailed due to the 
drastic reductions in federal 
funding. Over the last two 
years. the College has 
cancelled nine diploma and 
certificate programs due to the 
loss of 70,000 training days 
formerly offered to Canada 
Employment Immigration 
Commission clients and 
mature students. 

The College System has long 
been regarded as a powerful 
instrument in implementing 
government social policies 
such as Affirmative Action, 
Equal Pay for Equal Work, 
Health and Safety Standards, 
Freedom of Information, and 
Service to Special Needs. 

Nevertheless, the Provincial 
Government is not providing 
sufficient funds to the colleges 
to effectively support these 
social programs.

window. The savings could 
also pave the walkway with 
decorative brick. pay for a 
paint job or replace old eave- 
stroughs,” Mr. Fullbrook said. 
“An informal study of real 
estate trends indicate that 
these improvements add more 
to the value of a house than 
conversion to natural gas or 
electrical heat.” 


In contrast to the high cost of 
furnace conversion, the aver- 
age cost of retrofitting an oil 
furnace to achieve improved 
efficiency is only $600. And, 
according to Fullbrook, a 
modified oil furnace is more 
energy efficient that either a 
conventional natural gas unit 
and less expensive to operate 
than an electrical unit. 

‘An older furnace which has 
been retrofitted will produce 
more than 104,000 BTUs per $1 
of fuel at today’s prices, 
compared to 96,000 BTUs for a 
conventional gas furnace and 
70,000 BTUs with an electrical 
furnace. 

“In addition, there are other 
advantages to heating with oil. 
It allows the consumer to 
choose between dealers, rather 
than having to deal with one 
utility. And because fuel deal- 
ers must compete with one 
another for business, service to 
customers tends to be super- 
ior,’ says Fullbrook. 

“Homeowners spend more to 
enhance their homes during 
the spring and summer than at 
any other time of the year. 
Those who heat with oil will 
add value and get more enjoy- 
ment from their homes by 
upgrading their present 
furnaces and investing in home 
improvements that really 
count.’

In miy.opinion, upon realizing 
you are lost, take.a half-hour’s 
rest. | know-from_my recent 
experience, this is very diffi- 
‘cult, but it works. Take stock of 
where you presently are and 
somehow mark it. Take on a 
little nourishment of some 
kind...you are going to need it. 

Next, decide what the alter- 
nate routes are or what gener- 
al direction will bring you out 
to a crossroad or stream that 
will lead you to habitations 
Once deciding on this, adhere 
to it rigidly, use the compass 
and the sun, and make allow- 
ances in your planning for 
detours. 

For instance, if you decide 
southeast offers the greatest 
potential and there is a cross- 
road to the south, as well, then 
make all detours with this in 
mind. In other words do not 
aggravate the problem by 
detouring back to the northeast 
if at all possible. 

Things are already confused, 
so trying to allow for radical 
changes in direction only 
smakes it worse.

Srinivasa Ramanujan was 
bern in December, 1887. to a 
very poor family. His. father 
‘as a minor accountant. but 
Ramanujan received little 
formal education 

Hy the age of 12, however. he 
mastered the contents of an 
advanced mathematics text 
At 15 he borrowed from the 
library “Synopsis of Elemen- 
tars Results in Pure Mathema- 
tics’. a book that lists the 
results of 6.000 methematical 
all without proots 
Ramanujan set himself the 
fisk of supplying all 6.000 of 
the missing proots without the 
support of colleagues or 
research librars

Hardy was convinced of 
Ramanujans genius and 
obtained a scholarship for him 
at the University of Madras 
where for the first time in his 
lite he was able to work full- 
time at his research 

Within three years of his 
arrival. Ramanujan had been 
elected a fellow of Trinity 
College. Cambridge. and a 
fellow of the Royal Society of 
London. He was the first 
indian named to the presti- 


gious society. which was 
founded in 1660 
Unfortunately. the great 


mathematician’s poor health 
deteriorated further in the 
cold. damp 
climate. He returned to India 
in 1919. and died in Madras a 
year later : 

Ramanujan’s-story was told 
recently by mathematician lan 
Stewart in the magazine “New 
Scientist’. Stewart emphas- 
izes the special nature of 
Ramanujan's genius - his 
amazing intuition of the 
correctness of complicated 
mathematical results 

Because of his lack of formal 
education, many of Ramanu- 
jan's prools have serious gaps. 
and do.not follow step-by-step 
like’ conventional proofs. In 
fact. later mathematicians 
have often had to wrestle long 
and hard to produce proofs 
that are completels 
Watertight 

The inéredible thing. howev- 
er. 1s that for all their lack ol 
technical rigor. almost all of 
Ramanujan s results turned 
but to be correct 

The mathematician’s lack of 
a formal mathematical educa- 
tion led him to many interest 
ing insights. Mathematician 
Bruce Berndt points out that i 
Ramanujan had thought like a 
well-trained mathematician 
he. would not have reported 
many formulae he thought 
‘incorrectly he had proved

Did 1987 seem longer than 
usual” No. you didn't imagine 
it; it was. in fact. one second 
longer than usual. The extra 
leap second was added as the 
very last one in the vear so‘that 
198% could start one second 
later. This was the first adjust- 
ment of the clock since June 
30th, 1985. Why are such things 
necessary and who decides 
when an adjustment is neces- 
sary? A recent article in 
Science reviewed the history 
and the science behind modern 
timekeeping 

For centuries the rotation of 
the earth served adequately as 
our timekeeper. defining the 
length of the mean solar day. 
which was divided into 86.400 
parts called geconds. The sun 
appears at a given place in the 
sky at different times at diffe- 
rent locations. In the last 
century. faster travel made 


. this awkward and so. at the. 


suggestion of Canada’s Sand- 
tord Fleming. the earth was 
divided into 24 local time 
zones, each separated by-one 
hour. Within a given zone 
evervone keeps the same time 

The Reval Observatory at 


Cambridge- 


Greenwich was founded by 
Charles I in 1676 to provide 
accurate timekeeping for navi- 
gation in the Royal: Navy 
When the time zones were 
defined, it was natural to 
choose the meridian of Green- 
wich as the position where the 
zones started. Greenwich 
Mean Time (GMT) became the 
relerence point 

As clocks became more 
accurate, it became apparent 
that the unsteady rotation of 
the earth was actually an 
inaccurate ‘timekeeper. In the 
last century. the Canadian- 
born astronomer Simon 
Newcomb at ‘the U.S. Naval 
Observatory described the 
rotation of the earth in great 
detail and started that obser- 
Vatory on its pre-eminence in 
the measurement of time 

Between 1948 and 1955. phys- 
wists at the National Bureau of 


~*Standards built a molecular 


clock based on the vibrations 
of the ammonia molecule. and 
an even better atomic one 
based on the cesium - 133 atom 
This clock was first put to use 
for national timekeeping by 
the National Physical Laborat- 
ory in. England in 1955. The 
cesium atom ticks 9.192.631.770 
times in one second and so 
completely outstrips any kind 
of mechanical clock in 
accuracy | 

The resmtt of this is that the 
clocks now keep track of the 
earth's rotation and. since our 
clocks help get-us up. go to 
meals and to bed. then seconds 
have to be added now and then 
because of a generally slowing

Disabled Drivers May Be 
Eligible For Car Phones 
Free of Charge 


A stalled car? Or stuck in 
traffic with an important 
appointment in minutes? - 

ouldn’t it be wonderful to 
pick up the telephone and place 
a call? 

Wonderful, but expensive. 

Now disabled drivers may be 
eligible for an in-car cellular 
telephone free-of-charge under 
the Cellular Communications 
Assistance Fund. 

The fund, established by Bell 
Cellular and Cell-Net Canada, 
is designed to provide for the 
purchase, installation and 
operation of cellular mobile 
telephones for disabled drivers 
across Canada.
